I am addressing this letter to Professor Domm, and hope that he will 
be able to send it on to you immediately# I haven't been able to find 
out here in Chicago about your schedule or your plans# 

The letter which you sent in answer to my telegram was delayed about two 
weeks in the mail because of inaufficent address. You simply addressed 
it to the KAOW, Chicago, and that was insufficient# It was forwarded 
about five times before we finally got it. 

In jthe meantime, being uncertain about you, we gave up the plans for 
the KAOW meeting. On receiving your letter I immediately phoned Pro¬ 
fessor Domra and he said that you were free on Friday evening. I explained 
that we very much wanted to use you, and would do our best to arrange 
the best opportunity we could. If we did not do that you might appreciate 
one night's rest. 

We have, however, been able to arrange for that opportunity and I hope 
that you will like our plans.

Dear Kirby: 


I mailed the book to you at the Morrison Hotel on November 1st, 
and doubtless you have received it by this time. Unfortunately, I 
was in the midst of a medical convention and could not stop to dic¬ 
tate a letter but merely had my secretary send the book to you. I 
am taking this opportunity, however, to state that a careful perusal 
of it leaves me somewhat doubtful as to its real merits. Its entire 
plan of treatment is based upon the assumption stated inthe first 
chapter, that the focusing of the eye on near or far objects is 
brought about by a contraction of the extrinsic muscles of the eye¬ 
ball. This statement is contrary to all known facts of human phy¬ 
siology, which teach that the extrinsic muscles merely move the eyeball 
up, down, sidewise or obliquely and that the focusing mechanism is all 
inside the eyeball itself. On the other hand, I am perfectly willing 
to admit that some of the things which are recommended in this book 
may be valuable in an entirely different way to what is stated in the 
book. The ideas of resting the eyes, of applying heat to them, and of 
relaxing them are all very good and would naturally promote a better 
and more healthy action of the muscles whether they were inside the 
eyeball or outside. I think the deep breathing and walking in the 
fresh air are likewise good for anyone suffering from an exhaustion 
of nerves which might cause poor eyesight. The drills wherein the 
patient attempts to accustom the eyes to bright sunshine are possibly 
good also in that they tend to exercise the muscles which contract the 
pupils. Naturally these muscles ere not used by indoorvorkers as much* 
es by outdoor workers because the pupil of any person inside a house is 
more or less dilated during the greater part of the twenty-four hours. 

This being true, it might be a good idea to accustom than to looking at 
bright objects by degrees so that they w T ill become stronger and more able 
to contract the pupils, thereby sharpening the focus of the eye. It is 
well known that a camera gets a much sharper picture both for close up 
objects and far distant objects when the diaphragm is closed down to a 
small aperture. This closing down, however, calls for a greater length 
of exposure which in the human eye would simply mean that one would look 
a little longer at the object because the contraction of the pupil allows 
less light to strike the retina. 

At any rate, I enjoyed reading the book and enjoyed seeing you again. 
If it has helped you, I am glad. I took notes from it and will put some 



of the principles into practice and See if they can help me. I am 
not narrow-minded about sources of'information and where ever I can 
learn something of benefit, I am willing to take it and put it into 
practical use whether it comes from a standard medical ajhool or that 
school's bitterest enemy. 

Mrs. Hayes and I are looking forward to the possibility of seeing 
you and Mrs. Kirby this summer because we will probably come to California 
for our vacation.

Two weeks have slipped by very rapidly, and we begin to feel pretty well re- 
established. I am getting used to the hospital routine again after more than a 
year away from it, and Jean has been put to work in her capacity as volunteer 
organist to supplement Helen Dutton. 

Before now I have hesitated to say very much more than what we as individuals 
were doing, but now perhaps it will be well to sketch very briefly something of the 
background. Generally speaking, we find things a good deal more quiet than when we 
left, and there seems to be a closer approach to normal living for many of our 
neighbors than at any time for two years. For those who oan afford them, the 
markets seem reasonably well stocked with most of the products produced locally. In 
the daytime at least, people com© and go with considerable freedom. The hospital is 
as busy as we want it to be, by which. I mean that we have all the work that we can 
do wall with our present staff. The out-patient department bids fair to break all 
previous records, both for new oases and for return visits. The amount of suffering 
relieved or prevented is of course not so easy to measure, but we have no reason to 
believe that it %& less. Since my return we have had a case of cataract, operated 
on successfully, and these people usually make no secret of their recovery. There 
have been more cases of Caesarian section than in any two previous years during the 
last ten months, and what is muoh more to the point, more of them have come in time 
to be saved. There seem to be more patients coming from a distance than there used 
to be* This is at least in part due to the fact that there are now fewer hospitals 
in operation than formerly, and it creates many problems in the treatment of those 
who can be helped, but not in a short time. 

There is another side on which I do not wish to dwell here, but which is a very 
definite part of the picture. For a variety of reasons, supplies not made locally 
are obtainable only with difficulty, and sometimes not ai'all. We have not yet 
found out how to insure the arrival of shipments from the coast, although usually 
they show up sooner or later. The mail service seems to be much better, although a 
bit erratic at times. My Sept. Journals of the A.M*A* arrived well in advance of 
some of the July issues. We have gotten used to being without electric lights, but 
it is hard to go day after day to see patients whose lives may depend on information 
that only the X-Ray can give. We hope to remedy this situation as soon as we can 
arrange for the transport of a generator* Some of our neighbors have much more direct 
reminders than these that times have changed, but some, at least, are still able to 
sing at their work, and for that we are thankful. 

There is not a great deal to tell about ourselves. The main event of the week 
was the farewell to the Meyers. We are glad to see them go for a rest and change 
-that they have well earned, but we shall miss them all, as will Ruth and Lyman, who 
in the three daughters had the only playmates they could understand. They are 

beginning to pick up a few words of Chinese, but the going is a good deal slower 

than last year, when they changed languages in a month. 

The children and I are in the best of health, but Jean is just getting over an 
attack that had her on her back for a week. She has not enjoyed the experience very 
much, but at least it is refreshing to see the way in which our neighbors, both 
American and Chinese, pitch in and help. f 

We think often of you all, and hope that we may hear from you occasionally. 

Your letters may be a bit late , but they will get here finally.

They were most appreciative of the 
sermon, even tho I hardly think they fully realised the 
implications of it. I do wish I was nearer to you 
so that I could have just a word with you at times. 

I took my stand at Coe re R.O.T.C. The same has 
been returned to a committee of five for a report 
next May. Colonel Stewart a trustee and for years 
very prominent with Standard Oil, a big Coe donor 
announced that if R.O.T.C was thrown out of Coe, he 
would be through with Coe.

Dear Sir: 

Although I am a stranger to you I feel that I am well 
acquainted with you through your books and other writings.Especially 
is this true since I have found that yonrviews ©n the great issues of 
the world are essentia, lly the same as mine. I have found your writings 
very valuable to me both as a minister and now in my work for peace. 

And since we both belong to the same school of thought both religeousjti 
and socially I am taking the liberty -to seek your advice and perhaps J 
also your assistance in a matter of serious importance to me.I am a 
minister in the Presbyterian Church,retired now on account of failing 
health. But this retirement has given me the opportunity to complete 
a work I had begun about twenty five years ag®. 

My studies in religion and social science had led me to the 
conclusion that the doctrine which Christ made central and fundamnntal 
in his prdaching had become the neglected and lost message by his 
church. He made it the chief corner stone,but it has ever been rejectd 
by ecclesiastical builders,I decided that the fundamantal cause for 
present w r orld conditions is due to this neglect of Jesus' gospel of 
the Kingdom. Eor years I studied and emphasized this theme in sermons 
and lectures and finally I put my material into MS form .1 laid the 
MS aside for some years but continued to read and revise what I had w i 
written. Since my retirement I have made a more thorough study and 
what I suppose will be my final revision. It is now my hope that I 
may be able to find a publisher for this book. Por while I truly real¬ 
ize that my work is not equal at all to the style and message of such 
men as Dr. E. Stanley ^ones and others who have written on sone phase 
of this subject, I still believe that it would be valuable as a contri 
bution to the literature on this subject. Thirty years ago there was 
scarcely any literature of the kingdom.lt was THE NEGLECTED SUBJECT. 

Of late books have been coming out but since books approaching the 
subject from many standpoints are necessary to make up an adequate 
literature of the Kingdom I have made the venture of offering my work. 

But here is where my problem comes in: I find for two rea¬ 
sons that it is very difficult for me to secure a publisher.First, 
because I am a new and comparitively unknown writer.Second, because 
I am a liberal in my interpretation of religion and a radical in my 
views on the social and economic issues. Although I am a Presbyterian 
oulF board of publication turned down ray manuscript because they said, 
it seemed to identify the Kingdom of God with a social order. The 
editor of the Abindon Press rejected it because he did not agree with 
my interpretation of the Kingdom. 

Now I might,if necessary underwrite a first edition of 1000 
to the extent of $500,or about half the cost of manufacturing, Revells 
offered to publish it if I would underwrite it XOO^?. But I do not 
think this would be a square deal for they would get their profits 
all in advance on the making of the books and not feel it necessary 
to promote the sale. Of course I want the books distributed,

I have somot ling on my mind and heart which I should like to 
express to you* Lot me begin by saying that, so far as my knowledge of your 
beliefs are concerned, I am in complete accord with them. But I very ser¬ 
iously doubt if we who think alike in this matter, can possibly do what we 
should under the present arrangement. I believe in a Christian economic 
order but practically every cent I spend upholds the present economic order. 

I believe in the absolute stand of Christian pacifism and £ present it as 
well as I know how, and though many of the members of the congregation will 
say, "That’s right, that’s the scripture, that’s the gospel", they also say, 
"Hothing can be done about it." They refuse to consider the idea of not co¬ 
operating with the government. Because I do, they merely think me queer. I 
can’t see that I’m getting any place. Still having done all, I stand. Poli¬ 
tically, I have no choice but to either vote for those who uphold the present 
order, or not to vote at all in local and county affairs. There must bo 
many others who are practically submerged in this present order, albeit agains 
their will, who are being stifled for lack of fellowship in a Christian com 
munity. Surely, we like the early Christians, ought to be gathered together 
in a Christian commimity which is a. co-operative commonwealth, where we can 
demonstrate that the Christian way will 'work* Vie are supposed to surrender 
entirely to the will of Crod- economically, financially, politically and every 
other way, but we cannot. There are no ways and means for such a surrender. 
Could we not be more effective, more Christian, more true to our principles 
if we set up a Christian community with producers’ and consumers’ cooperatives 
v/here each would work according to his ability and be paid according to his 
need, where we would stand firmly togeth er as conscientious objectors to all 
armed violence? 


It would mean, I realize, a terrible dislocation of our present 
status, l-eny wo.ild have to give up their professions and their jobs. But 
don’t soldiers do as much? Didn’t the disciples? Think what a perfect 
democracy it could be.’ Chat a base for missionary enterprise J The FOP, 
of 'which I am a member, is making plans for sharing communities of families 
in. time of war, ./'hen the conscientious objectors have been imprisoned or 
killed. YJhy not now form one large Christian community or a number of smaller 
ones, whether the United States enters this 'war or not? The kormons sot up 
a community of the^.r ovm. Is it unreasonable for Christians to do as much? 
Perhaps there is a desert we could turn into a garden, a garden of God. 


Perhaps my suggestion is a very unreasonable 


one. To me it is the 
most reasonable thing under the sun. k r e admit the need of forming the kind 
of society In which Christianity can be lived* Uhy not form a miniature one? 
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Wouldn't that be a pure remnant? A remnant may be tattered and torn but it’s 
all one piece. Doesn’t the parable of the leaven and the mustard seed cover 
this? First* the Kingdom in the heart* then in the fellowship of Christian 
believers* and lastly through all the world. Isn’t that the way it’s meant 
to come about? Dut how can it* if there is no present* workable fellowship 
of Christian believers? Surely the kingdom will not come by raising the 
general 1^41 of society by a gradual process of education and conversion. 

It must be created* as well as we knoiv how now* and constantly purified and 
expanded. Isn’t that the way of the Kingdom? 

I am a Methodist minister, 29 years old* This is my fifth year 
of full-time Christian service,in the Erie Conference* I graduated from 
Drew Theological Seminary in 1935, from Allegheny College in 1931* I find 
that nine-tenths of my time is being used in maintaining Jbthodism’s insti¬ 
tutionalism* Part of this* of course* is abundantly \vorth-while* bnt I 
cannot see that I am expending my energies to the best advantage for the 
bringing in of Christ’s Kingdom* The other tenth of ray time* I think* I 
spend in hearing my pecrp})© say* "Christianity, as you preach it* will not 
work* As a personal religion it is all right, but it won’t work against 
the wvils of the economic system, war. Hitler and the like*" Pe ‘haps* it 
won’t work* but I’d love to really try it in a true Christian fellowship* 

Is this idea utterly unreasonable- the formation of a Christian community? 

I have never dared utter a word of it to any other* I hoped that you might 
be adventurous enough to understand it, perhaps to believe in it and to 
set the necessary wheels in motion to bring it about. I feel quite sure that 
you are clear and level headed enough to see its weaknesses and its ridicul¬ 
ousness, if such it be. Perhaps* there is another and a better way out* 

Please do take time to answer and point out to me the way I should go.

Town Hall Forum Speak¬ 
er Reviews Interna¬ 
tional Situation. 


Webster school auditorium was 
literally jammed with appreciative 
auditors who eagerly listened to 
Kirby Page talk on the war situa¬ 
tion at a meeting of the Town Hall 
Forum, Monday evening. 

This was the largest audience 
that the meetings of the Town Hall 
Forum has attracted and the selec- ; 
tion of Mr. Page, globe trotter, | 
author and lecturer was a fortunate 1 
one. He has a fine speaking voice. 
His phrases are clean cut and his 
statements impressive and thought- 
provoking. His topic was “Neutral¬ 
ity” buL in emphasizing that there 
is no necessity for the United States 
to go to war, he roved all over the 
war map and kept his audience “on 
life toes” all the time. After he fin¬ 
ished his address he answered many 
questions and it is probable that 
there was a more general discus¬ 
sion, Monday evening, than ever be¬ 
fore in the Forum meetings. 

Keep America Out of War. 

“Keep America out of the war! 
was the text of his talk and in de¬ 
veloping this idea he proved to the 
satisfaction of the majority of the 
listeners that there is no reason for 
the United States to join in the 
European shambles. If the war in 
Europe continues long it will burn 
up European civilization, leave 
ruined nations and starving people, 
he said. 

First quoting the Biblical state¬ 
ment, “As ye sow so shall ye reap,” 
Mr. Page declared that the nations 
that enforced the Versailles treaty 
sowed Hitler and are now reaping 
the burning down of European 
civilization. He condemned Hitler’s 
action but showed that Hitler was 
made the leader because Germany 
could not and would not endure the 
privation, the woes of the treaty 
that ended the World war. 

“Would you Americans have 
stood it if that kind of treaty had 
been imposed on you?” he asked. 

Answering a widely quoted state¬ 
ment that if Hitler wins the war— 
and Mr. Page says he has already 
lost it—he would use the British 
and French fleets to invade the 
United States, Mr. Page ridiculed 
the idea. There is no basis for this 
fear. In the first place, as he had 
previously said the chance for Ger¬ 
many winning the war has passed. 
Again, an attacking army must be 
three times stronger than the de¬ 
fending forces. Today the United 
States, Mr. Page said, is 50 per cent 
stronger than Germany and the re¬ 
sources of Great Britain and 
France are greater than Germanv 


and Russia combined. Even as¬ 
suming that Germany should defeat 
Great Britain and France, her posi¬ 
tion would not be stronger for the 
more alien enemy territory that a 
nation takes over, the more foes it 
creates and the less powerful it be r 
comes. 

“If Hitler should win this war— i 
, and he won’t,” Mr. Page said, “he 
will have on his hands the most ter- | 
l’ific problem that any man in his¬ 
tory has ever faced. How then 
would he be able to invade a great 
country like the United States? 

Tyranny Destroys Self. 

“Is tyranny the best form of gov¬ 
ernment? The longer time you give 
Hitler to rule, the surest thing is 
that he will lose, in the end. Ger¬ 
many has been taught that it is in 
danger, and, as long as Germany 
believes that, the Germans will sup¬ 
port Hitler, but remember that 
tyranny always destroys itself.” 

“If Germany should invade Can¬ 
ada, then the United States would 
fight. Public opinion would sup¬ 
port that action,” Mr. Page 
said. “The one simple fact that all 
Americans should consider is this, 
that all the nations that fight will 
be ruined, they will pile up debts 
that cannot be paid in decades. 
There will be economic ruin, 
physical ruin and thousands will 
starve, just as they did during and 
after the World war. 

“We will see European civilization 
collapse. Some say that it is to our 
self interest to fight Hitler, that it 
is our duty to fight Hitler. Isn’t 
it our real duty, as Americans, to 
keep our country out of war and 
save our people from ruin?” 

“It is true,” the speaker said, , 
“that Hitler caused the present war. 
But remember that it was the allied 
nations, in 1918, that caused Hitler. 
The policies of Great Britain, 
France and the United States too, 
in destroying Germany as a great 
power created the despair that ulti¬ 
mately caused Hitler.” 

Struggle of Old and New. 

The war in Europe today, Mr. 
Page said, is being fought for the 
same reason that the World war 
started. It is the struggle between 
old and new empires. Great Brit¬ 
ain and France are the old empires, 
anxious to hold what they have. 
Germany is the new empire eager 
to grasp what it doesn’t have. 

“On one side we have aggression, 
on the other side oppresesion,” he 
said. “We in the United States 
have no business fighting on either , 
side. We have German aggression 
on the top and British and French 
oppression on the bottom.” 

Mr. Page told of the insufferable 
conditions in Germany following 
the Versailles treaty and he said 
that if the allies had given Ger¬ 
many a chance to develop a strong 
democratic government they would 
have had no Hitler. 

“But when a proud, virtile people 
feel that they have been betrayed 
and crushed, then they are willing 
to turn to any man who will lift 
them from the mire and make their 
country strong and self respecting j 
again. Hitler’s leadership has done 
this. The allies, years ago, instead 
of giving Germany democracy, gave 
it the mailed fist. 

“Would America have lived for 
eighteen years as Germany lived? 
Would we have stood for those in¬ 
sufferable conditions?” 

Mr. Page, in his talk and in an¬ 
swer to questions, made it plain 
that lie holds no brief for the Nazi 
government, yet he is not blind to 
the causes that gave it control over 
Germany.

I. FELLOWSHIP MAGAZINE 

The most appropriate size, format and content was considered. It was gener¬ 
ally felt that the present format should be kept, and that the number of pager- 
should be increased, dependent on financial possibility. Suggestions for 
content included: 


A. Articles; tv 

1. Rv" outstanding pacifist personalities, such as George Lansbury. 

2. On "The Basis of Enduring Peace", A series of about four articles on 
this topic was suggested by Raymond Wilson, the authors of which migh . 
include Leyton Richards, Raymond Wilson, John Foster Dulles, Emily 
Greene Baloh. 

3. On freedom of individual, i.e,, opposition to conscription, rather 
than opposition to war. Roger Baldwin suggested as author. 

4. On story of a German pacifist by Mary Cary, of New Hope, Pa, 

5. Brief incidents on the power of non-violence, by such people as Allan 
Hunter, Ruth Fry. With this, Ray Wilson suggested a column, "It Did 

Happen Here". , 

6. Column on the chronology of the war, with a month-to-month pacifist 
interpretation of events. Also suggested by Ray Wilson, 

The sense of the meeting was that FELLOWSHIP should remain much as it is 
so* 

1. It is an organ of Fellowship itself, and maintains a sense of solidarity 
among pacifists in the country; 

2. There was no magazine in the country except FELLOWSHIP devoted complete¬ 
ly to Christian pacifism. It is therefore important to lay the intel¬ 
lectual and religious foundations of pacifism through this medium. 

It was suggested that reviews of distinctly pacifist books be made a regular 
feature of FELLOWSHIP, and that more emphasis on literature in general be made ; 

DISTRIBUTION problems were discussed. Harold Fey suggested that every^peace 
team have one person directly responsible for subscriptions, for ordering and 
having distributed bundles of FELIDWSHIP. 

RECOMMENDED that application blanks be printed on the back of.FELLOWSHIP; 
that FELLOWSHIP contain news concerning the various denominational pacifist 
fellowships, 

RECOMMENDED that membership application blank be revised, 

II. PAMPHLETS

anizations should not be reprinted. 

1. NEW TESTAMENT BASIS OF PACIFISM - The need for a pamphlet of this type 
was disoussed and it was agreed that it would be good to have it.

Roland Bainton of Yale* Roswell Barnes, Dr, Bowie* Alexander Purdy at 
Hartford Theological Seminary, Purdy, Bainton and Bowie were particul¬ 
arly recommended, Mr, Bainton is at present working on several volumes, 
concerned in part with this question.

It so happens that some of students and teachers 
secured a large number of these same booklets not long ago, and 
therefore, there is no chance for us to dispose of them. 

I would pay for these out of my own pocket and distribute them 
free of charge; but I cannot do this now,nor can the college, 
since we are in a very difficult financial condition. Please 
do not repeat this. However, I think that youmight to know 
that our faculty received half salari^^am^uess we can get 
hold of $2,000 by the end of the month, they will not even have 
half salaries for their next checks. We have some fine prospects 
from whom we hope to get large gifts, but they cannot be rushed. 
We also have plenty of assets for the future, but we are having 
a terrible time to get over our present difficulty. 

I suppose you also have your troubles. I should not talk about 
our own hard lucH. I mention it merely in order that you may 
know why it is necessary to return your booklets. I am in favor 
of th® work you are doing, and 1 quote frequently in ny speeches 
and in ny printed articles from your writings.

Misprints:- page 32, line 11 "motions" to read "notions", 
page 14.1, middle Commenting, 
page 203, line 11, bottom mad^. 

Comments:- page 29 - The analogy of the three robbers is 
excellent. 

page 57 - The table showing the effect of lower 
tariffs is valuable. 

page 59, middle. The Filipinos now fear that 
Japan will take over and treat them as peons and much worse than 
their lot under United States leadership. 

page 70 and 119. The data regarding the United 
States Supreme Court in 1793 are very apropos. 

page 74 and 75. The paradoxes as to ,? the sovereign 
people" impressed me. 

page 88. In answer to the referendum as to war, it 
has been contended that the representatives of the people are capable 
of deciding on their behalf. But recently it has been shown that the 
drafted men are usually under age 30, while members of Congress are 
mostly over 40. Here, then, is an interesting claim of "non- 
represent-ation."

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Page 92 middle. You impute ”corruption of the minds and de¬ 
gradation of the characters of citizens” to ”competitive capitalism”. 
On page 163 bottom, you say ”If we become a belligerent it will be 
because of illusions and passions”. Then at page 202 middle, you 
refer to the apathy of the people. All three of these statements 
are answered in Vance Thompson’s book ”Live and Be Young” (1920) - 
a brilliant and prophetic work. Although only 173 small pages, it 
epitomizes much of the trend of the 20th century psychology. If 
the I.Q,. (intelligence quotient) is nearly fixed throughout life and 
ranges from 40 in an idiot, 70 in a moron to 150 to 190 in a genius, 
then Vance Thompson’s main thesis is correct. He claims that 
of people are passives who respond only to the word of command, 2C$ 
receptives who react to the suggestion ”You can do it,” while the 
other jfo are affirmative in character and insist on doing things 
particularly when they are told that they are unable to do them. 

As it seems to me, the passives appreciate the illusion of freedom, 
the receptives respond to a sense of moral responsibility, but only 
the affirmatives persistently pursue the great purx^oses of life. 

The doctrine of democracy has been so much misinterpreted 
that many people have failed to appreciate these distinctions. The 
passives are always apathetic until a great crisis comes like the 
French revolution (1792) , and then they react in violence and not 
by conciliation or reason; they are the balance wheel of the body- 
politic. Thus you will perhaps see that my outlook is somewhat more 
pessimistic than yours as regards the nature of the human race. The 
great majority of people live by ’’illusions” and are incapable of

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behavior which does not rather directly express "passions". To 
men and women of affirmative character, most of their fellows must 
seem rather corrupt and degraded, lacking in "esprit" and persis¬ 
tence or fidelity to true purposes. 

Page 97 refers to "relinquishment of a sufficient degree 
of national sovereignty." Here also I have been markedly influ¬ 
enced by a great book, which may not have come to your attention. 

It is Francis Delaisi's "Political Myths arid Economic Realities” 
(1925). I believe I sent you a copy of my abstract of this book. 

We can, and I think must, internationalize the major economic life 
(your second category on page 217), but there is too much resistance 
to the similar movement in cultural life - mores, language and 
"gemutlichkeit." The former can be handled by the affirmatives, but 
the latter are subject to too much inertia and are too intimately 
related to the personal life. Doesn't it seem tragic that such a 
distinction as this is not generally recognized.* If it were, 
perhaps our economic machinery could be modified in a major way 
without the necessity of a World War and all its colossal destruc¬ 
tion of life, health and property. 

On page 99, I did not like the sentence "Suspicion and 
passion must be diminished substantially." 

On page 101, the notion of severing all trade relations 
seemed to me rather severe as it cripples the economy of the other 
nations, too. 

The first few lines on page 176 impressed me as weak when set 
alongside of other parts of the book.

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On page 216, lines 8-10, did not impress me. On the other 
hand, I liked especially pages 217, 227 and 247. The reference to 
the authoritarian tradition in Germany, page 250, is illuminating. 
The reasons italicized on page 258 are quite impressive. On page 
260, I liked especially the first two lines in the paragraph headed 


Upon the whole, your hook covers a vast territory and reveals 
a large amount of research. While it seems rather ’’heavy”,-it is a 
valued addition to the literature and I have greatly appreciated the 
opportunity of reading it.

The shipment of one hundred copies "How to Keep America Out of 
War" arrived safely. I sold them to the students as you have directed 
a 4r five cents per copy and I am sending you my personal check in the 
sum of five dollars. Thank you for providing my with this material. 

How badly it is needed.’ Thank you for the personal copy which I 
received under separate cover. The students often speak to me about 
your visit to our campus. My deep desire is that we may have you 
again before too long. I hope your health is fully regained. 

May I ask you your judgment in the following matter? I thought 
you would know about this matter perhaps as well as anyone in the 
field of peace. Last spring, President Wildman received a communication 
from the United Student Peace Committee, 8 West 40 Street, New York, 

N.Y. soliciting interest among students and faculty in an Inter- 
American Student Congress to be convened last August in Havana, Cuba. 

Mfr. Wildman placed the matter in my hands and the university declared 
a student and myself as official delegates. I sent fifty dollars to 
reserve passage for thettro of us to Miss Prances Willia ms, the 
secretary of the United Student Peace’ Committee, with fHS^understanding 
which they printed in their folder that this amount was to be returned 
on due notification of change of jblans. We discovered that by going 
to Plorida by land and then to Cuba by water would save us money. I 
wrote to Miss Williams asking for the ieturn of our deposit early last 
summer. Since then I have written several times and have received no 
reply on this matter. In August, we were informed that this Congress 
would be deferred until the Christmas season. I wrote again requesting 
the return of our deposit and Miss Williams’ secretary replied that 
Miss Williams, who would return to New Y r ork about Labor Day from her 
vacation, would, attend to this matter. This is the last I have heard 
from this organization. Is this a responsible organization? I have 
been inclined to place the matter in the hands of Federal authorities 
in order to discover the facts but I did not wish to embarrass a good 
cause unless it is necessary. If you are unacquainted with this group, 

I would appreciate a word from you. If you know them to be reliable, 

I am still more eager to have immediate word from you. The student 
here can ill afford to lose that amount of money and I do not feel 
justified in dropping the matter in my own case. I inclose a stamped 
envelop for your convenience in replying.

Number Exceeds Seventy Throughout Nation 

The national series of Christian Pacifist Conferences, which was inaugurated 
following the Haverford Conference of the F.O.R., is continuing with several a 
week in various parts of the country, According to our records to date, seventy- 
eight conferences have been held or are planned for the immediate future. Efforts 
are going forward to increase this number to one hundred before Christmas. 

While the first series of these conferences will end at Christmas, 1939, it is 
the plan to continue them m 1940 with the possibility that fewer and larger meet¬ 
ings will be held. In the background of the plan from the beginning has been the 
possibility of holding a national Christian Pacifist Conference in the Spring of - 
1940. While no decision has as yet been reached, the expressions of opinion which 
have conic from the conferences already held is that this should be attempted. 
The Secretary of the Conferences would welcome comment on this idea, or on 
anything else that would make the conferences even more effective. 

Under the chairmanship of Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, a National Com¬ 
mittee of Sponsors has been set up. Harold E. Fey is secretary.

My Dear Sir:— 

I am in receipt of a copy (one of many thousands, I presume, which you 
are sending out) of your pamphlet, "How to Keep America Out of War". I am 
interested in reading it, and I am grateful to whoever it was who turned in 
my name to receive a copy. 

But my perusal moves me, not to orddr a quantity, but to write you in 
all seriousness to say that it is my reasoned conviction that your publicat¬ 
ion will do more harm than good to the cause of peace. I can well under¬ 
stand how necessary is your fore—word, to the effect that the agencies co¬ 
operating -in the publication of your pamphlet do not necessarily agree with 
you on all points. I do not see how they could! 

The net impression gained from reading your pamphlet is that is an apo* 
logia for Hitlerism . Tour disclaimers to the contrary are brief, feeble and 
unconvincing. 

You devote inordinate space to emphasis on the iniquities of the Treaty 
of Versailles* Everybody admits they were great. You set up a straw-man and 
then proceed, with much gusto and through many pages across which horrendous 
footnotes march, to demolish him. It is unworthy Of you, sir! Where is the 
profit in hashing over the stale stuff of buried controversy? But if you 
must burrow in the ashes, why do you not say a word about the kind of treaty 
imperial Germany would have imposed on the Allies, had she been victorious? 

I have searched in vain through your heavy pages for any such reference. 

The Peace of Versailles lashed the Germans!with Whips, but if Germany had 
made that peace she would have lashed the Allies with scorpions. Deny that 
if you can. 

After the first 'world war' I took a keen interest in the question of 
war guilt. I share fully your conviction that the record of the Allies is 
far from clean. Chamberlain and Daladier would say as much right now! 

Again, why argue so much over that on which everybody agrees? And why make 
such statements as you do on p.21(f) about the inpartiality and recognized 
eminence of the notoriously (Jermanophile Pay? His monumental two-volume 
work is very far from being recognized as the final word on this subject. 

A lot of people are bound to catch you out on such egregiously superficial 
estimates. 

Your consistent harping on the imperialism of Prance and Britain reminds 
one of the labored arguments of Comrade Browder, who is making such a valiant 
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effort right now to draw a dialectical red herring (is there such a creature?) 
over the trail of the facts. The terrifying ideologies (or ideology, rather, 
for the two are of one piece) of Stalin and Hitler cannot be explained, just¬ 
ified or excused by the fumbling and blundering of France and Britain toward 
the ill-fated Weimar Republic. 

To my mind, the most grevious error in your pamphlet is your entire 
agreement with the mechanical and superficial arguments of the misanthropic 
Lindbergh. You are'at pains to quote him at length. Why not mention the fact 
that he is a prejudiced witness; that he came within an ace of making his per¬ 
manent residence in Germany; that he was decorated by the Fuehrer; that he 
chose to slap iii the face the lands which gave him a refuge when he turned his 
back on his own country? And above all - why follow him in his total disregard 
of the profound, the fundamental divergencies between the Stalin-Hitler men¬ 
tality and the mental make-up of the people of what, after all, must be re¬ 
garded as the democratic nations of the world? When Lindbergh says (?nd you 
agree) that 'this is simply one more of those age-old quarrels within our own 
family of nations', you are giving currency to the sort of half-truth which 
is the most dangerous (even vicious) forms of falsehood. 

I notice that you conveniently omit from your summary of Colonel Lind¬ 
bergh 1 s speech (of Sept. 15 th, last) his remarks about the mentality with which 
he thinks Americans ought to face the present European situation - cold, purely 
intellectual, impersonal as the surgeon's scalpel, etc. I don't wonder you 
hesitate to quote that sort of thing. A veteran crusader for social justice, 
a passionate lover of your fellow-men, like yourself, could scarcely agree 
with such a mechanical attitude. If Lindbergh knew as much about psychology 
as he does about flying he never would have talked that way. 

You do a good job in depicting the horrors of war. In fact, too good a 
job. It loses its force because of over-emphasis. You do not say one word 
on this matter which is not the truth, but when did truth of this sort ever 
have a chance when the eagle begins to scream, and the flag goes by, and the 
hellish music of the war-drums sounds? When? 

Ho, the present war, while it is not St. George against the dragon, is not 
just another tussle in machtpolitik. Whatever the past mistakes of France and 
Britain, they are not now the menace to the world that the Stalin-Hitler 
combination is. Give a little more recognition to that fact if a second 
edition of your pamphlet is reached. Otherwise your violent one—sidedness, 
your laborious and somewhat pointless ploughing.up of the past, your failure to 
say anything about the true character of the Communist-Fascist ideologyjwill 
not serve the cause of keeping America out of war. 

I write the above with no idea of flippancy. On the contrary, as one who 
has know about you for the past thirty years, who has read with interest and 
profit the many prophetic things you have written, who has often heard you 
speak, and who shares with you a passion for social justice and enduring peace, 
I subscribe myself,

If I may venture the suggestion, I believe you would increase 
its usefulness if you would at least page the Contents items on pages 5 -6 

and if you would place a brief summary at the beginning, say about four pages. 

In addition, of course some spacing between the main sections would be good, 
even though that might slightly add to the cost. 


The second is to tell you about the Thirtieth Anniversary Fund 
for Kagawa, This Christmas Eve will be the thirtieth year since ha went to 
live in the slums of Kobe. Last winter his friends in Japan insisted that 
a chartered corporation be formed to stabilize his work by securing an 
endowment fund and giving it the benefit of influential backing. That was 
done, and already Japanese friends have pledged Yen 120,000. for the Fund 0 
The name of the Corporation, by the way, is Pillar of Cloud Foundation, or 
in English, it is known as Kagawa F 0 undation. 

There are several hundred friends in North America who have sent 
Kagawa gifts each year, especially at Christmas, through the efforts of 
the Hunters (Allan and Stanley ) and others in Calif, and Dr.J.Henry Carpen 
ter. Carder, Fosdick, Paul Hutchinson and others in the East. 



Now it is proposed to try to raise a stabilization fuhd of 
$30,000. by instalments over two or three years. This would be intended to 
be expended during the next ten years or so, while Kagawa could himself use 
it most effectively, rather than as a regular endowment fund.

La Habra, Calif, 
dear Mr. Rage: 

It was afg reat pleasure and inspiration to hear you again at Little Rock during 
OctobebsrAnd your new book has finally been received and is being used with great profit. 
I am helping to well the hundred copies that you sent to our Dr. Greene for the college. 
This morning members of my Sunday School class bought seven copies. I am planning to give 
it to each branch of our county library and each public school library in town. 

The part of your book that impresses me most is the fact that British air raids 
on German towns, many unfortified, were five times greater than the total number of 
German air raids on Great Britain during the four years of the war. I suppose we heard 
of Allied air raids during the war, but they did not stick in my mind like the German 
raids of L 0 ndon. Perhaps it was partly because of propaganda and partly because the 
British did not reach Berlin. But this information goes far toward showing me that the 
Germans were not any more fiendish than the rest of them. 

I also believe very firmly in what you say on p. 56-57 n Mor© equitable sharing 
of purchasing power and wealth 11 ♦ I am exceedingly interested in peace, and I believe 
that one of the most effective ways of furthering peace in the world is to show our 
people and the world that democracy can be made to work. Recently I have read several 
plans, some of them with legislative machinery ready prepared ./that seem to me steps in 
the right direction. I believe that Mr. W. Jett Lauck is ri£ht when he writes in the 
New Republic sometime this summer in introducing the plan advocated by the “American 
Association for Economic Freedom”, that full socialistic schemes no matter how correct 
they may be theoretically simply are not acceptable to the great mass of the American 
people today. Therefore the we might as well bend our efforts toward a better adjust¬ 
ment of the capitalistic system. The plans that I am mentioning are all within the 
capitalistic system. You are no doubt familiar with them, but perhaps have not thot 
of them in relations one to the other. There are doubtless others that I have not seen. 

The most comprehensive plan is that of the "American Association for Economic 
Freedom”, embodied in the bill H.R. 7480, the Industrial Reconstruction Act, introduced 
in August 1959 by Rep. Kent E. Keller of Illinois. I believe it would do the work, tho 
it is so vast that I hardly comprehend it and would probably be quite unwieldy to set up. 
I have not compared it carefully with Ezekiel's plan but my impression is that his 
Industrial Expansion might be considered somewhat of a first step or section of the 
"Industrial Reconstruction". Ai^any rate Ezekiel has explained his plan carefully in 
popular style in his book "Jobs for all thru industrial expansion..It sounds as if it 
would really do what it claims - bring about full employment and full production in 
three or four years, raising the national income to a hundred billion and keeping most 
of the increase in the hands of the low income masses. Of course it would be a very 
difficult matter to persuade the majority of the business men in the monopolistic 
industries to plan their outputs for the year, increasing output the agreed amount and 
not raising prices or lowering wageB,a 6 v 6 hethQrnthA 1 ^ 50 vernment is to underwrite the 
purchase of surpluses. But if an earnest minority got busy with discussion and educatioir- 
seems to me there is just a possibility that it might be done in time to save us from 
war and fascism. With all this increased domestic prodcuction and unemployment disappear¬ 
ing there would be no internal reasons for needing a war. 

Seems to me Ordway Toad's "New adventures in domocracy" says some fundamental 
things by way of mking a case for economic planning, clearing the ground, showing how 
present conditions differ from the past. His plan seems to be even more gradual and 
voluntary than Ezekiel's, starting with only one or more industries at a time. According 
to Ezekiel's analysis it would be necessary to have all the monopolistic industries

planned at once. But perhaps in practice we would have to start that way. Then the book 
by Kennedy, "Dividends to pay" does not offer a plan to remedy the situation, but seems 
to me his analysis and exposition of the big corporations as making money all thru the 
depression supports the assumption with which the plan-makers start. 

Now why &m I writing you all this which you already know? Because I see an urgent 
need for a companion to your "Book-sized pamphlet", "How to keep America out of war"* 
on the subject of economic planning. Do you know of ary such that is up to the minute 
and inclusive? If so, please let me know its name. If not do you not think it is 
important to have one gotten out and will you not help? What I was thinking of was a 
condensation of the plans I have mentioned and any other specific plans that sound 
at all workable. If this were written up in a pamphlet that could sell for five cents, 

in large consignments as yours does, and 500, 000 of them were read, would it not start 

people to thinking until they found something even simpler than any one of these? Three 

of the ideas I mentioned are excellently and adequately explained in book form, but how 

many people are going to hear about these books, 1 much less spend $2. or $2.50 apiece 
for them? Libraries even when they have them are ncHt going to duplicate very much. 
Besides I think each of the ideas needs the others^compare with it for purposes of 
further perfection of a still more workable plan. 

I do not\whether quantity production and no profit to the author makes your nicki 
publications pay for themselves, whether you have specially advantageous arrangements 
with a printer, or whether the peace organizations are paying for these books. If it 
takes additional money to put them out at this price, had you thot of the fact that the 
American Association for Economic Freddom is a dues paying group? If you do not have 
time to edit the pamphlet yourself I have faith to believe that Mr. Laucks, Mr. Ezekiel, 
Mr. Kennedy, Mr. Tead - one of them or all together would do it. What do you think? 

Since starting to write this letter I have heard of a most remarkable statement 
that was made recently in Chicago. It was at a meeting of social scientists and was 
made by Mr. Beardsley Ruml, treasurer of Macy's store of N.Y. City. There were about 
three hundred men in the meeting. I understood that he said that he knew five men in 
that very room who could get together around a table and work out a plan that would 
BN© UNEMPLOYMENT in the U.S., and that there was me nay enuf in the room to do it, too. 

I am not sure whether he said they could end the unemployment in ninety days or just 
make the plans in that short a time. Why in the world does he not get those men 
together? He did not say who the men were. Perhaps you know Mr. Ruml yourself, or if 
not maybe you have friends who could persuade him to try it. The statement sounds like 
a joke in a way, but since reading these plans, I believe we are very near the solution 
to the problem, in a way that would not rob the rich to any great extent. If we can just 
get a plan under way before we are involved in the conflicts across the seas!

Pear Mr. Page: 

Thank you very much indeed for your letter of September 
11,and for the book "Religious Resources".Mrs. Wilbur and 
I have been using it in our personal devotions,and wishing 
that there was adequate material of this caliber in the 
Chinese language.So far,I am sorry to say,most of the Christ¬ 
ian literature produced in and for China falls far short 
of this,at least in my opinion. 

I also wish to thank you for the book you sent earlier, 
"Must We Go To War?",which was finally delivered in spite 
of the hostilities,and which I have been reading since my 
return.I find that in general it is a detailed exposition 
of the program which I advocated when speaking on the subject 
in America,but for which I recognized that you were largely 
responsible. 

In thinking over the problemsconcerned with getting the 
American public to wake up on this situation,I have won¬ 
dered if it would not be well to concentrate heavily on 
undeniable but unpalatable and usually suppressed facts. 

It must be admitted that honest,intelligent men of un¬ 
doubted sincerity and Christian character eari and doit v 
disagree entirely on the justification for a given war. 

But nobody can deny the suppressions and forthright lies 
that seem to be essential to successful prosecution of 
the wars of the past and presumably the present.I can think 
of nothing harder to answer than the question of why,if 
any war is just,so many lies are necessary to win it. 

There are several little problems concerned in our pres¬ 
ent situation that I would like to discuss with you if it 
could be done at somewhat closer range. 

Mrs. Wilbur and I are intensely interested in your work, 
and wish that we might do more to help.I assume that you 
will be able to put to some use that modest draft included 
in this letter.

Th re is no resistance 
in the mind of the writer about keeping America out of the war much 
Past any present danger of getting in, hut I do very sharp

By this you 
class England and France as aggressors,’giving them hut "Scant more 
credit than Germany. This is not a distortion, nor merely erroneous, 
it is a 100$ untruth. You refer readers to page 2>, where you briefly 
condemn Hitler for reckless and criminal actions, hut immediately plunge 
into a claim that the Allies caused Hitler. Nowhere can I find a 
reference to Hitlers action in Czech-Slovakia and KLand, hut page affcfcr 
page of an effort to make out that the real cause is England and France 
and not Hitler, all due to the Versailles treaty. Yfcu know that England 
and France have no designs on a foot of territory any other power, you 
know that they actually did not have to fight, and that England and 
France tried agioeasgmgjjJ, hut every move, to placate Hitler made him 
worse. England sntfFrance are fighting a war today for human rights 
if ever anyone in t he world ever'battled for them, and frankly I am 
suspicious of the attitude of anyone that puts out propaganda such as 
shown hy your remarks. 

Now as to the Versailles treaty, you again fall for the sob stuff 
of t he German propagandists, What would you have done I wonder if you 
had lived in France and been threatened by the Germans. You have not the 
grace to tell of the plebiscites held after the war in German areas. You 
do not tell how the Germans ravaged ranee in the World bar and how the 
Saar was occupied hy the French for several years as a reparations 
measure.

Your booklet: "How to Keep America Out of War' 1 , arouses in my / a 
mind certain reactions. I am familiar with your argument. It is nf , 
being repeated so insistently as to blind us to present realities. 
Many things ar*e true^I do not deny. 

I read Prof.Harry Elmer Barnes, and others, on the question 
of War Guilt in 1914. I also heard the Professor debate in favor 
of Agnosticism, which may be beside the point, except for the fact 
that no man can properly interpret history who discounts religion. 
However, let this be noted: 




Old Germans in my Churches, in 1914,verified the charges of mil¬ 
itarism against Germany and stated that "they escaped from Germany 
to avoid the very thing which Germany did in the war. 11 Germany was 
strong and respected in 1914, and no nation, or group of nations 
would have dared to attack her. England was totally unprepared for 
war, Belgium was small and innocent of any crime,(except that of be¬ 
ing honorable), France was so weak as to require the taxi-cab army 
to assist in stopping the Germans at the Marne. If J^kill my unarmed 
neighbor across the, street, and in tha pmnflflft at striking 
liberately kill a man who intervenes, I will have, a hard time ^onyi ncing 
a jury that I am guiltless because my nei ghb or MIGHT have^&ittackflri me. 
several years hence! So much for that. 

You charge France and England with committing atrocities, and then 
infer that the atrocities you mean are such acts as constitute a llocade. 
At a North-East Ohio Conference session years ago I heard you recom¬ 
mend an ^a^UL 92 n^hl^LC^ade. as one pacific means of coercing an aggressor. 

As England and France are NOT NOW attacking German armies.but simply 
using the blocadel insist that England and ffrance are following y our 
advice. ——- However, the violation of Belgium, unrestricted Submarine 
warface, the introduction of poison gas and liquid fire,etc., in the 
last war and in this war the machine gunning of women and children in 
fiolds (which you will deny) and the bombing of open towns - etc., are 
atrocities charged to Germany. It is beside the point to excuse all 
this by stating that "war is an atrocity". Germany in 1914 did not 
need to commit any of these acts because she did not need to atta ck 
Belgium and France .

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No Ivory Tower 

An editorial in the New Yovk Times, 
September 24, 1939, said: 

One refuge in times of trouble and 
anxiety is to turn back to the good and 
simple things which lie at the heart of 
normal human life* In any society these 
will be the things that make life worth 
living. . . . 

We ought to feel a strengthening of the 
ties of affection for our families and our 
friends—for they make a charmed circle 
within which the hearth fire glows and 
into which neither fear nor hate can pene¬ 
trate. 

We ought to see with clearer eyes the 
beauty and meaning of human faces, the 
wonder of the pageantry of the daily 
work and play, * ■ * 

We may well shrink from what we 
read in print, see in the news reels, hear 
over the radio* But shrinking is a negative 
response. We need a positive re-affirma¬ 
tion of what life is and can be. We need 
a new, bright sense of its glory and sig¬ 
nificance, and of the preciousness of the 
least of the human vessels into which it 
has been poured. 

The spirit of freedom is not in laws and 
institutions alone—nor even chiefly* It is 
expressed in the expansion of the personal 
experience, in an individual s rather than 
a nation’s room to grow, in the unlocking 
of human powers and human opportuni¬ 
ties. No disaster can black out a nation 
which lives in that spirit. 

We cannot climb an ivory tower and 
cultivate our souls in indifference to the 
dark tumult which rises on every side. 
But we can build in a democracy, in lib¬ 
erty, in peace, a kind of life that shall 
seem to all men desirable, and which, 
whatever the fate of liberty and men’s 
hopes elsewhere, shall not be forgotten.

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Pacifism Heresy, 
Charges Hough 

Church Stages War-Peace Debate— 
MacCracken Leaves White Commit¬ 
tee—Charges War Trend 


(Correspondence from New York) 


New York, Dec. 2. —The war-isolation¬ 
ist-pacifist discussion was the center attrac¬ 
tion at many gatherings in New York city 
the past week. At Riverside Church dur¬ 
ing the International Relations Conference 
presided over by Jesse W. Stitt of Green¬ 
wich Presbyterian Church and sponsored 
by the American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee, over 300 participants heard and 
questioned Kirby Page and Lynn Harold 
Hough as they opposed each other in con¬ 
trasting presentations. Kirby Page stressed, 
the love for God and love for man which 
means “treating every fellow being as a 
child of God and not trying to overcome 
man’s evil by doing ill to him.” He said 
that “the war method is the most extreme 
form, known to man, of destruction and 
decimation” and further insisted that “to¬ 
day America must put her trust in armed 
hostility or in friendliness.” Dr. Hough, 
on the other hand, called pacifism “the 
great modem Christian heresy.” He de¬ 
clared that “love and good will are but 
50 per cent of Christianity',” with “force” 
as die remaining part. In the New Testa¬ 
ment, he said, we find the teaching that 
God deals with evil by force. Hence, “if a 
man says that force is not necessary he 

is placing himself beyond God.” 

* * * 

Warn of Trend 
Toward War 

Although many statements and articles 
advocate American entrance into the war, 
there is a definite and apparently growing 
voice of caution. President H. N. Mac¬ 
Cracken of Vassar College, in a letter to 
the New York Times s while advocating 
government defense policies, resigned from 
the William Allen White Committee be¬ 
cause its “declaration of policy is a long 
step in the direction of war. Those who 
believe that the United States should not 
enter the war at this time should record 
their opposition to the policy declared by 
the committee.” At America’s Town Meet¬ 
ing of the Air, Ray Lyman Wilbur, presi-, 
dent of Stanford University, said, “No 
greater tragedy could come to democracy 
and to the peoples of the world than for 
the United States to enter now upon a 
foreign war,” and Bertrand Russell, speak¬ 
ing at a regional conference of the Progres¬ 
sive Education Association, declared that 
“this country faces the very grave danger 
of fighting for noble causes abroad in a 
way that will endanger their continuance 
at home.” He warned against “foolish 
forms of Americanism” that would “filch 
away your liberties when you are not watch¬ 
ing.”

Friends Plan Aid 
For C.O.'s 

At the regular meeting of the American 
Friends Service Committee, held on Sat¬ 
urday at the Meeting House, Manhattan, 
Clarence E. Pickett described the threefold 


scheme to save many objectors from prison 
and said that work was already under way. 
The three plans are: fi) government serv¬ 
ice, such as social welfare work, with regu¬ 
lar army pay; (2) service under the Friends, 
in such work as reforestation, also on regu¬ 
lar army pay; or (but with non-military 
supervision) (3) service under the Friends in 
projects of human betterment such as low- 
cost housing, without any pay whatever. 
Ray Newton suggested that young men re¬ 
fusing to register for conscription be paroled 
in custody of the Friends Service Commit¬ 
tee. He said, “We should get those boys 
who did not register out of jail.” Two 
days earlier Angelo Monjiore, the young 
conscientious objector who went to prison 
last week for refusing to register for con¬ 
scription, rejoined his wife and three- 
months-old daughter. While awaiting trans¬ 
fer from jail to prison he decided to reg¬ 
ister and his release was arranged im¬ 
mediately.

Churchmen Protest Feeding 
Europe’s Starving 

James G. Vail, in charge of Friends 
Service European operations, said that 
30,000,000 persons face privation this 
winter, “possibly wholesale starvation”; that 
anywhere from 1,000,000 to 8,000,000 refu¬ 
gees in unoccupied France faced this fate. 
The Friends Service Committee has been 
buying food in Europe, but the chief sell¬ 
ing countries—Portugal, Switzerland and 
Egypt—will not be able to supply them 
much longer. “If Europe is to eat we must 
send 3,000,000 tons of food. Aid to France, 
to a people tired, discouraged and hungry, 
will revive their almost shattered hope in 
democracy.” Yet, in the face of these facts, 


a group of churchmen, headed by Henry 
P. Van Dusen, pronounced Mr. Hoover’s 
estimate of impending starvation in Eu¬ 
rope as “gravely inaccurate,” “not re¬ 
sponsible” and an “exaggeration.” Thirty- 
four other signatures, including those of 
one Methodist and five Episcopal bishops, 
were attached to a statement issued yester¬ 
day assailing the Hoover plan as jeopardiz¬ 
ing “the success of Great Britain’s heroic 
defense.” They advocated a government 
agency instead of a private group to cope 
with the problem of cooperating with the 
British.

I have just gotten "back into the office from a week in the Middle West to find 
your letters written at Pittsburgh on December 9 and 11. I see all of your tenta¬ 
tive good resolutions to spend the spring and summer at home have disintegrated. 

That may not be the best thing for you or your iamily but I feel great satisfaction 
in the fact that you can be with us at the Student Peace Service training institute. 
The tentative dates as mentioned in conversation with you last week are June 22nd 
to July 2nd or Srd. There is a bare possibility that the whole schedule may be 
thrown two or three days later. That final decision will be made soon. It looks 
now like we would train the Volunteers at Denison College. Granville, Ohio. 

I notice from your tentative itinerary that you plan to close your speaking 
tour in Ohio on the 21st. That would match your dates and geographical location 
with our institute in just the right way. There is a possibility that Raymond 
may want to talk with you about another institute just before ours opens. If 
so he will correspond with you about that.

"The responsibility of Hitler for precipitating 
the war is clear and incontestable. Let nobody attempt to 
whitewash his reckless and criminal actions during the closing 
days of August and in many a previous crisis. He is guilty, 
damnably guilty. But the question must be raised: in dealing 
with Hitler are we dealing with a sinner or with a fellow- 
sinner ? Why Hitler? How does it happen that the German people 
submit to and support his ruthless dictatorship? What are the 
dynamics of his aggression and lust for empire? Where did he 
obtain the power which enabled him to begin this war? ....

You have selected quotations that seem to cast 
the "blame upon the allies. Even in quoting Professor Sidney B Pay you emit Ingllnd 
from the order of mobilization. In giving the order of mobilization you forget 

to say anything about the ultimatttflfrom Austria( after being given a free hand by Germany) 
to Serbia (July 23 rd.19 14) and Serbia*s agreement to all but the foregoing of her sovereign^ - . 

You simply quote Serbia as mobizing first. You also forget that Sir Edward Grey, 

the "^ritilh Foreign Secretary suggested a conference between England, Prance, and Germany 

and Italy and Germany's refusal to confer (July 26 th) A few days later Sir Edward Grey 


again made efforts for peaceful settlement. The Russian Government agreed to stop 

mobilization if Austria withdrew her ultimatum to ^erbia. The German Foreign Secretary 

Herr von Jagow declared Russia's suggestion to be unsatisfactory. Other facts might 

be qouted. There is a certain dishonesty 0 1 forgetting of facts in the way 

certain of you quote from the past. There may have been some blame outside 

Germany but there is no question that the Central powers could have prevented war* 

Austria may have issued the ultimate but Germany was in perfect agreement. Yo"u need 

to remember the violation of Belgium's neutrality - the 'scrap of paper* - and that 
Great Britain did not declare war until Germany had crossed the Belgian frontier. I know 

England had no desire for war - she had only a small army — It took them nearly two years

I was in England at the time and 

the attitude of t u e Britih was the attitude of your pamphlet 'keep England out of War' 

I know all about the national interests that made the nations as tinder

YOU AND I 

When we joined the church we all 
publicly pledged ourselves to accept the 
teachings of Jesus as the guiding prin¬ 
ciples of our lives.

Members of Christian churches number 
approximately half the population. Half 
the people in this great land of ours 
have publicly professed their intention 
to love God devotedly and to express 
this love through unselfish service of 
their fellows. 

The church must rekindle the fire of 
devoted enthusiasm in the hearts of these 
millions lest in forgetting their obliga¬ 
tions they miss the whole meaning of 
discipleship.

SPIRITUAL USES OF MONEY 

The world was never in more desperate 
need of the things that money can furnish 
and that cannot be furnished without money.

I have recently received a copy of a pamphlet written by 
you, called, 11 How to Reep America Out of War 4 '. 

Helelvlng that you will receive at friendly criticism In the 
spirit in which tt is made, I make two objections to its - 

First. It stands up so straight that It falls e®er backwards 
Its condemnation of Hitler is contained in two or three sentences, 
while Its condemnation of France and England occupies pages, many 
pages. it has nothing but excuses for the conduct of merman rulers 

before the great war, and makes some statements which are open to 
serious criticism in trying to represent Germany as a mucn abused 
country. It says truly, that tne Versailles A reaty was the product of 
fear and hate; granted; but was there no cause for botn fear and hate 
in the ravaged fields and cities of France. Had not France cause for 
both ? Have we any rignt to expect tne finest Kind of Christian for¬ 
giveness from France In a magnaimcus attitude towards her foe V nas 
America ever excelled in such an after war attitude towards HER 
beaten foes r i 

Second. And to my mind, this Is much tne worst indictment 
against the attitude of your pamphlet; there is altogether too much of 
the attitude of the pharasee in Christ's inimitable story of the two 
men who prayed in the temple, it is not convincing but rather xnrKifclg 
revolting to hear America in the temples of the world thanking cod kkufc 
that she is not as other men, nor even as these wicked nations, France 
and England. Ihere is a deal of hypocrisy being put out Just now in 
the name of the United States. It should not be forgotten by up, it 
certainly will not be by the world, that we sat In at the Uoueli xabie 
which framed the Versailles Treaty and that our name was signed to it 
as well as that of England dt France. And if it be argued that we 
signed it while disagreeing with many of its provisions, the dflflfswer is 
that it is the more shame to us, that we signed what we knew was wrong 
Again, Mr Page, it nas always been my beleif tnat our re¬ 
fusing to enter the League of Nations, was one of the greatest crimes 
of the age against humanity, it is my conviction that our influence 
would so have moderated European Jealousies, and so have strengthened 
the dicta of the league ,that the present war would not bn now be rav¬ 
aging the world. And for what was the league defeated ? That there mg 
might not fail to be a Republican Party president In tne Iffihlte 
House next time. It was one of the dirtiest pieces of party politics 
this country has ever seen; and i speak not at all as a party man, for 
1 never have been one, but as an American who loves his country and ni 
his world as wen. 

In view of these facts I cannot^! cannot $oin the cry against 
England & France; i feel much more like holding a day of fasting and 
prayer for the United States; for 1 am terribly afraid that when the 
time comes my nation will repeat its selfish and terrible mistake and 
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again be found “passing by on the other side" when the world lies 
in agony. «o,no, i cant throw stones at France * England, i feel 
that millions of us Americans ought to be crying, "God be merciful 
to US sinners. it is my conviction that we as a people had the 
greatest opportunity to end wars by through the League of nations fcK* 
that ever came to any people, but in our self-complacent, selfish 
prosperity,we repeated the cry of Gain,"Am i my brother 1 s keeper" ? 
And i can lmmagine that Christ shed as bitter tears over Washington 
at that time as He ever did over Jerusalem. 

i am thoroughly anti-war but i am not a neutral, and i 
cant condone the rape of Austria, Checho-Slovakia & Poland. There 
cannot for the Christian be any neutrality on a moral issue.

A torn and divided self is a defeated self* Fightings within fritter away energies which should 
be directed against external obstacles. Periods of quietness are necessary for the healing of 
the wounds caused by frantic and furious living. Calmness of spirit and serenity of outlook 
are nourished in the silences. The inner unity which is the source of the higher powers cannot be 
achieved and maintained without frequent times of solitude. Reservoirs of courage and confidence 
and zeal must be stored up if victory is to be achieved in emergencies and crises. 

Life oan be utterly transformed by quietness. Even fifteen minutes or half an hour daily spent 
in silence, if continued for an extended period of weeks, will give meaning and depth tfe 
activity. Let mind go where it wills. Meditation will increasingly beoome purposive. Reflection 
concerning the meaning and objective of life will prove to be more and more illuminating.Ideals 
will stand out clearer and clearer. A critical evaluation of one's attitudes and practices 
will follow naturally. Dissatisfaotioon of one's attitudes a nd practices will follow naturally* 
Dissatisfaction with low aim end inadequate achievement will be engendered. A sense of un- 
worthiness and insufficiency will lead to eager aspiration for life on a higher level. Regret 
for carelessness and unkindness will produce decision and determination. 

In moments of stillness, imagination is kindled and sympathy deepened. If one has exhausted 
himself in the endeavor to alleviate suffering, quiet contemplation will lead to yearning - 
longing for keener vision and greater strength.

Concerning Kirby Page or anyone else listed in my books, I would say that 
all statements made about them have been taken purely from the records and 
not one single fact has been or can be refuted. I have never been sued for 
libel. In the only case in which my book was used as evidence, you’toill 
see by the enclosed that when the Reds could not refute it, it was admitted 
in evidence and the Reds were defeated. 

The radicals have attempted only once to attack my books on the basis of 
accuracy and I @@ overshelmed them that they have not attempted to do this 
since. All later editions of my Red Network have a copy of my reply en¬ 
titled, "The Lady Patriot Replies." I will send you a copy of this reply in 
case your edition does not contain one. 

I am also sending you copies of two of my pamphlets, The Red Betrayal of 
The Churches and Should Christians Support the YS? 

In addition to data concerning Kirby Page listed in my Red Network, I see 
by our files that he was a member of the communist American League Against 
War and Fascism's sponsoring committee for "emergency conference" in Detroit, 
February, 1937 (See Red Network page 124* Roosevelt Red Record, page 6l). 

According to the American Civil Liberties Union booklet, "Gag on Teaching" 
dated April, 1936, page 39, Kirby Page was barred from speaking at the Univer¬ 
sity of West Virginia and Oregon State College. He signed the petition up¬ 
holding Socialist Douglas Clyde Macintosh as a professional pacifist. (Legion 
News, Detroit, October 16, 1931) 

Page was a member of the National Committee of the very red National Religion 
and Labor Foundation, according to their letterhead of July 13, 1937; he was 
one of the leaders assigned to training Student Peace Volunteers of the rad¬ 
ical American Friends Service Committee (See The Red Network page 124, Roose¬ 
velt Red Record pages 357, 378, 387) at Mills College, Oakland, California. 
(Fellowship magazine, April, 1939, page 9* Fellowship is a publication of 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation, of which Kirby Page was Vice-Chairman in 
1938) He became a sponsor of a new organization composed of the leading 
radicals called the American Association for"Economic Freedom according to 
their Clip Sheet issued December 20, 1937» Page was also a member of the 
Advisory Committee on Social Insurance of the American Association for Social 
Security, 1939 (See The Red Network under its former title, "American Associa¬ 
tion for Old Age Security). See my books for Fellowship of Reconciliation. 

I do not imagine that Kirby Page is a member of the Communist Party but a list 

of the books distributed by the National Religion and Labor Foundation alone is 
proof of the fact that he f as a National Committeeman, was sponsoring communistic 
literature and propaganda.

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Taiku, Shansi, China 
December 31 $ 1939 

Dear Polks: 

The new year is less than three hours away, and will be old news before 
you see this but as I write we are still enjoying the echoes of the Christmas 
celebration which is just past. It was a happy one in spite of many reasons 
why it might not have been, and as we think of what the world looked like on 
the first Christmas, this seems quite proper. 

Our Chinese friends enjoy decorating just as much as we do, and as usual 
did a thoroughly good job of it* They left the church auditorium to an Amer¬ 
ican committee, which put up a number of wreaths and a representation of the 
star over Bethlehem, done in blue and silver paper# Every place else, including 
the hospital, was done in what our Chinese friends consider more suitable style, 
with every available space occupied by streamers, lanterns, and decorative 
inscriptions in every conceivable color, 

Christmas music played an important part, as it always does, and one into 
which everybody entered with enthusiasm. Our first couple of years in China I 
could hardly get used to hearing the old familiar carols sung in a different 
language # but now it no longer seems strange, especially as I learn the extent 
to which the Chinese Church is enriching the musical heritage of the Christian 
world as well as sharing in it. As I sing some of the original Chinese hymns, I 
wonder how long it will be before some of them are being sung in English by 
American congregations. 

Instead of Christmas dinner at home, we ate with the hospital family, or 
rather, with part of it, since it took three shifts to handle it all. Some of 
the ladies have had very little in the way of social contacts outside of their 
own families, but even so the affair went off with very little awkwardness, I 
was a bit surprised to find all the women seated on one side and all the men on 
the other, but I suppose that to many of them it seemed a bit daring to sit at 
the same table, Jean and I still create a mild sensation every Sunday by sitting 
next to each other in church, but "family Sundays" have already been introduced 
with some success, and I suppose another generation will laugh at the conser¬ 
vative notions pf I 9 I 4 .O. 

Our own personal celebration was enriched by the memories of the family 
reunion of a year ago, of which the children remember a good deal more than we 
had expected. Fortunately, however, they did not remember quite enough to 
comment on the somewhat more modest accumulation under the cedar "Christmas 
Tree" with its home made decorations, and enjoyed thoroughly the things that 
they found there, 

Christmas or no Christmas, there are plenty of patients to be taken care of, 
with the usual mixture of comedy and tragedy. There is the man who insisted on 
entering the hospital for the cure of his hopelessly damaged eye, and who 
persists in thinking us overly modest when we tell him that we can do nothing 
for him. And then there is the woman who may be losing the sight of her second 
eye because she refuses to have the needed operation on the sightless one. We 
had spent weeks trying to prepare her for the time when operation might be 
necessary, but we might just as well have talked to a piece of wood. To all 
my explanations, urgings, and entreaties, she had'but one answer; "Just put 
some medicine on it first and see what happens," 

So thus within our little world life goes on in much the usual way. But 
we are not lacking in reminders that times have changed. My Chinese teacher 
has been home for a week entertaining "guests". We see a constant trickle of 
men and boys who have been injured by explosives picked up on road and field, 
or who have been injured in less indirect ways. And we learn of individual 
tragedies which would melt a heart of stone. 

And so we go about our work, thankful for what little we can do to lessen 
the suffering about us* We send our greetings to you all, and hope that this 
new year of 191+0 may be a good one for you#

My dear Friends: 

To a circle of friends I am sending this brief report of my activities 
during the year. My time has been divided between speaking and writing, 
recuperating from a serious illness, more speaking and writing. 

During 1939 I have been privileged to speak in these 32 states : Alabama, 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachu¬ 
setts, Michigan, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
New York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and ’Wisconsin. 

I was able to participate in state conferences of students, faoulty mem¬ 
bers, ministers and other religious workers in Arkansas, Iowa, Michigan, 
Nebraska, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin. 

Among the numerous colleges and universities where I have spoken during ' 
the year are Amherst, Bates, Brown, California, Chicago; Colby, Colorado, 
DePauw, Duke, Fisk, Florida, Grinnell, Illinois, Kansas, Kansas Aggies, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Michigan Aggies, Minnesota, Mount Holyoke, North' 
Carolina Woman's College, Oklahoma, Ohio, Park, Pittsburgh, Rochester, 
Texas and Tulane. And I have delivered numerous sermons in churches 
throughout the land, and have spoken at many forums . 

The first edition of 300,000 copies of my 96 -page booklet How To Keep 
America Out of War will soon be exhausted and we are anticipating heavy 
continuing orders during 1940. Sample copies have already been sent to 
some 70,000 Clergymen, and arrangements are being made to send out a 
total of 100,000 copies to these strategic leaders. To 1683 colleges 
and universities were sent seven copies to the president, library, 
editor college paper, president Christian Association, chairman peace 
Committee, professor of ethics, professor of public speaking. Copies 
have gone to practically every village, town and city of the land. 

Daring the summer the various members of our family had an exciting ex¬ 
perience in working together on a new book to be entitled Living 
Prayerfully. Our family consists of my wife, our son and his wife, 
daughter and husband, brother and wife and young daughter, and my 
mother. For six weeks we concentrated upon the search for material to 
be used for daily readings in this volume. We searched 240 library books 
in six weeksl In addition to numerous volumes on our own shelvesl We 
expect to complete this work next summer and to have the book off the 
press in early December. I am attaching an outline of what vie are en¬ 
deavoring to accomplish.

After four weeks at home, I am starting on another long tour across the 
continent to the Atlantic seaboard and as far south as Florida, return¬ 
ing home on March 20th. Ten days thereafter my wife and I expect to 
begin a thrilling tour by automobile, speaking at some 6 o regional con¬ 
ferences as far north as Oregon and Washington and as far south as North 
Carolina and Tennessee. Then we expect to have eleven weeks at home! 

You may be interested in the procedure of the long spring tour which is 
attached. 

With much satisfaction I am able to tell you that my health is greatly 
improved. Indeed, I have rarely felt better! On my recent long trip I 
managed to get a good rest practically every day and plenty of sleep 
at night.' And the zest of speaking reduces the effects of fatigue. Our 
son Kirby, Jr. and his wife, Iris, are studying at the University of 
California in Los Angeles preparatory to teaching. Our daughter Mary 
and her husband, Walter Raitt, are in their second year at Yale Univer¬ 
sity Divinity School. 

Let me express the hope that y ou have bad a joyous Christmas season, 
even in this hour of world tragedy; joyous because you are drawing 
freely upon illimitable religious resources. Never have I felt so cer¬ 
tain that a spiritual interpretation of the universe alone affords the 
guidance so desperately needed in these dark days. More than ever I am 
convinced that we can and we must keep America out of vmr, in order that 
our resources and energies may be used in binding up the wounds of the 
stricken and in rebuilding a devastated civilization. The more savage 
tne war in Europe becomes, the heavier will be our responsibility as 
guardians of a priceless heritage to keep the lamp of liberty burning 

brightly. Participation in this holy task day by day brings exhilaration 
and joy.
